Sedalia Gir l Commits Snicide 
In St. Louis. 


DEANK CARBOLIC ACIO. 


Girl Was Only 17 Years Old and Had 
Orown Tired of the Life 
She Was Liv ing:. 


Susie Dunton, only 17 year s old, 
daughter of Mr s. Mar y E. Dunton, 
1406 East Thir d str eet, and who 
was for mer ly employed at Lamy’s 
over all factor y 
her e, committed 
suicide in St, Louis yester day, and 
the r emains will be br ought her e 
for inter ment. 
The stor y that led up to Miss 
Dunton’s death is a sad one, ac­ 
cor ding to the following clipping 
fr om the St. Louis Globe-Democr at 
of this mor ning: 
Realizing that she could never 
again face the par ents whom she 
had deser ted to lead a life in the 
slums of a big city, Susie Dunton, 
alias Nellie Ray, committed suicide 
yester day mor ning in a r esor t con­ 
ducted by Ida Fr itz at a 12 South 
Sixth str eet. 
The gir l, who was only 17 year s 
old, foimer ly lived with her pa­ 
r ents at Sedalia, Mo. 
Some weeks 
ago she and her elder sister s, Ada 
and Blanche, decided to r un away 
and make their living in some big 
city. 
St. Louis was selected. 
, 
After their ar r ival her e, how­ 
ever , the gir ls failed to find em­ 
ployment. 
They 
wer e 
without 
money, and their downfall was 
r apid. 
Finally they secur ed r ooms 
at the house of the Fr its woman. 
The younger gir l could never r econ­ 
cile her self to the life, but was 
afr aid to r etur n home. 
Yestfer day mor niag when the 
Fr itz woman went to the r oom oc­ 
cupied by Susie Dunton she found 
it locked. 
Knocking br ought no 
r esponse, and the door was finally 
for ced. 
The gir l was found lying 
•n the bed dead. 
A bottle con­ 
taining car bolic acid showed the 
method of death chosen by the un­ 
for tunate. 
The r emains wer e sent 
to the mor gue. 


Hoffman, who r esides ten miles 
southeast of the city. 
Mr s. Hoffman, who is a Lady 
Maccabee, pr omised her invited 
guests all the fr ied chicken and an 
abundance of dainties, when they 
made their visit, and ther e is no

The killiog was dr amatic 
in the extr eme. 
Thr ee weeks ago Woods and his 
wife moved to Kansas City fr om 
the far ming countr y about Kear ney, 
Woods going to wor k in the A r ­ 
mour packing house. 
Monday night Mr s. Woods com­ 
plained to her husband that in bis 
absence the landlor d of the Vir ­ 
ginia house, at which they wer e 
stopping, had offer ed her insults. 
Woods decided to r emain at home 
Tuesday and put a stop to it. 
Shor tly after noon a knock on 
the door of the little r oom in which 
the pair wer e keeping house noti­ 
fied Woods and his wife that the 
landlor d was without. 
Woods hid 
under a table, and scar cely was he 
out of view befor e Duchesneau en­ 
ter ed. 
The man at once thr ew his 
ar ms ar ound Mr s. Woods,despite her 
pr otests. 
Str uggling 
fr om him, 
she r an to the bed, on which was 
sleeping her babe, and seized a 
small r evolver , 
Duchesneau over took her and 
once mor e thr ew his ar ms about 
her .

The 
Missouri 
supreme 
court 
Monday affirmed a decision of the 
lower court against the Missouri 
Pacific Railw ay company and gave 
a judgment to John M. Bolton, of 
Versailles, in the sum of 19,000, 
says the Jefferson City Tribune. 
Bolton brought suit against the 
railroad company and received a 
verdict in 
the Moniteau 
county 
court for $9,000 for a broken leg 
received while riding on a freight 
tr.iiu of the defend tut road from 
Versailles to Colorado,, the acci­ 
dent occurring at Tipton. 
Bolton was in a freight car with 
a load of liousehold goods, includ­ 
ing a couple of cows and a huri-e, 
when the freight 
engine backed 
onto the train with force enough 
to throw the plaintiff down in the 
car and a cow on top of him. 
His leg was broken at the time 
and was slow in healing, so that 
the lower court estimated the in­ 
jury to the extent of $9,000. 
Tne 
case was appealed to the supreme 
court, the company contending that 
the plaintiff had no right to ride 
with the stock and goods in the 
freight car, and that the damages 
assessed were excessive. 
It was 
shown that it was the custom for 
persons to ride in freight cars with 
stock when moving, and the higher 
court refused to decrease the amoun 
of the damages, there being no er­ 
ror in the record, and the veidic 
was allowed to stand. 
Bolton was 
a farmer 35 years of age, and was 
moving his family and household 
goods from Versailles to Trinidad, 
Col., when hurt at Tipton. 
Judge John D. Bohling, of Se- 
dalia, and Hon. Dan W ray, 
o 
Versailles, were the attorneys for 
the plaintiff.
